immigrants met with engagements almost 
as fast at they arrived ; and the attempt 
to get over thia fact, by the loose uaertiona 
jiwt quoted, it lame and impotent. It 
prove* to demonstration, either that there 
really existed a great scarcity of efficient 
labour, or, as the petitioners on wittingly 
admit, that the wigea of those already 
employed were higher than they onght to 
have been. The averment that the 
settlers desire to "reduce wages to the 
lowest Doesible rate on which man can 
subeiit, ' ii not only untrue in point of 
fact, but improbable and calumnious. It 
it contradicted by the iniferm praetic* of 
the aettJeTs, whose scales of wagea and 
allowances have always been marked by 
eiceiaire liberality, and might challenge 
the world to produce [heir erjual. It it 
contradicted by the obrixHu nlf-inicmt 
of the settlers. Starvation wages would 
product a gloomy, discontented, and re- 
se nli'ul set of labourers, who r mid mid 
would do grievoua injury to their matters' 
property, And af this the matters are 
well aware ; and hence it it, and ever 
hat been, their study to make their 
men com fort ah it and happy, and 
attached to their employers. With few 
exceptions, this was the case under the old 
assigned convict system, especially as re- 
garded shepherds and stockmen. Com- 
pare even the hant wages aod allowances 
ever given in litis colony to free Labourers 
with those given in England and else- 
where — compare even [he lowest proposed 
by the witnesses before the Select Com- 
mittee of Council— .nd the result will be 
a direct confutations!' the libelloua assertion 
of the petitioners. Au anecdote, related 
to us by an ear-witness, may here not be 
oat of place. Aa one of the ship* re- 
cently arrived from England was entering

of the territory. Wt must collect ibis to he ths 
intention from lha laaguage of the con mission, 
if a cemmiseLon for instance Istuss 111 11*1, 
and s new one iaaues in 18«, omitting names 
whieh were contained In the first, it must be 
taken to be a claas ihenlgli silent Intimation 
that the petsona omilteafait no limner ma- 
gistrates.

business of the society, ln snoring Ibis reso- 
lution, Mr. Phillips maintained, aahe had en 
a pravlous occasion, that then waa an abso- 
lute necessity for greater exertion on tha part 
of (be Committee ; that the Institution had 
not been made useful lo Ihe extent that It 
might have besn. He charged Lha Committee 
with (he fault ; (bay in return, aa ba had 
gathered from the speeches the other night, 
blamed the members. Whoever was in fault, 
he thought that bringing the Committee and 
lbe members more freouantly together, one 
step would be gained, in ths object be 
ban In view, namely, to excltt a greater 
■etl both in ths Committee sad ths mesa- 
bets generally. Mt. PhlLllpa alluded again 
to Iht non-existence of duett, tht want 
of a reading, room, and tht absence of a 
ttgultr supply of ths current literature of 
tht day, all of which ht thought bad tended 
to Injure the instil ition, tn leaserl its useful- 
ness, and «o givs rise to other institutions, 
which but for these wants would have bean 
blended with this institution. 

Mr. JoaatOH teoonded the resolution, 

Mr. Can replied at some length. He de- 
nied that Iht Committee htd been guilty of 
any negligence! on the contrary, they had ex- 
erted themselves to the utmost ; they reserved 
the funds oT tbe Association lo provide a local 
habitation aa well as a name, ant at to lha 
eompltints sgslntt tbe library, he hsd taken 
pains la aaeaTtaln the fact, and ht found 
that there wna a very lair proportion 
ol scientific works on the thtl vet of Ihe 
library. Ths question now, simply was, 
whether the Committee should at once tax

During the last 
ysar, again it was lb eonteenplatiota (u build 
clasa-roomaandareadlag-roomon tba ground 
st the back of tha pteatnt building, but lbs 
Committee had been deterred from ao doing 
in consequents of an intimation that tha Go- 
vernment would in all probability exchange 
the site at present shotted to the Institution 
for a more advsnlageous one; and there wat 
bow little doubt, that so soon as i lie City 
Council aod the Govavnmenthad settled aa lo 
tht quantity oMend required for a Towo Hall, 
a sito would be granted to the institution on 
tht Old Burial Ground. As ta books, an 
order had been sent boms for dltao worth, 
whieh ware daily expected. 

After these statements bad bean made, Mr* 
Cape concluded bia obaorvmtiont ae to (he 
merits of the Committee, contending thai they 
deserved praise rather than censure, and mov- 
ing ae an amendment that tha lava of the !ao- 
otety remain unaltered.
